MENOMONEE RESERVATION TO 
BE SOLD. 


Aborigines Will Receive Their Portion 
In Severalty and the Remainder 
Will Be Sold—-Large Tract of Val­ 
uable Property Will Be Made Pro­ 
ductive. 


Shawano, WU , Feb. 28.—Feb. 5, 
1858, the United States concluded a 
treaty with the Stockbridge and Mun­ 
sey tribe of Indians, by the terms of 
which the Indians ceeded certain lands 
and claims to the United States in 
consideration of which the United 
States agreed, to procure for them near 
the southern boundary o f the Menom­ 
onee reservation a tract of land of 
sufficient extent to provide lots of forty 
and eighty acres for the tribe, determ­ 
inable by the classification of members 
found in the third article or the treaty. 
The treaty provided for the pay­ 
ment of a certain sum of money to 
each individual beneficiary, to defray 
tho expense of moving to the new 
location, and for the purpose of mak­ 
ing improvements 
and 
vested 
in 
each individual of the several classes 
the right to a certain amount of land, 
with title in fee simple at the expira­ 
tion cf ten years. 
Hence it will be 
noted that every right conveyed by 
said treaty was an individual right. 
It created no oommon fund, or reserva­ 
tion of given extent in which they 
had a oommon interest to be prorated. 
The number of the beneficiaries made 
no 
difference with the Individeal 
shares. | 
The treaty contemplated the closing 
up of the affairs of the tribe and citi­ 
zenship for the Indiana at tha expira­ 
tion of ten years from date. 
T hat the 
intent and purpose of the treaty hat 
never been acoomplUhed is a m atter 
of history, and the story of interven­ 
ing difficulties and complications, in 
which the act of 187J, and construed 
and earried into effeot was the domln 
ant faotor from its passage until the 
passage of the act of March 3, 1893, is 
too long to tell in this connection.

fortunes. At that time the advantages 
in lhe way of sport for the average 
young man about town were few and 
far between, but in spite of the fact 
that the younger Parker was in his 
early teens he soon took a faney to 
pool and billiard playing. 
At the 
completion of the Hyatt House at the 
corner of Milwaukee and Franklin 
streets it waa the talk of all this part 
of the country that a fine billard and 
pool room had been added to the hotel

management. 
Among the 
young men who seemed to take a 
particular faney to the Hyatt House 
tables was Frank Parker, who was 
then a mere boy. 
His playing even at 
that early 
day became noticeable 
among those who thought they could 
play, and it was soon the talk of this 
section of the country what a crack 
player he waa getting to be.

In 1860 a aeries of ohampionsblp 
garnet were announced in the east,and 
it waa not long before Mr. Parker was 
on his way to the field to give battle 
to the cham pine 
The world at large 
knows the outcome of these games. 
Parker won game after game, and 
in 1865. wrestled the championship 
of the world from a Joseph Dion.

year later, during a match game at 
whieh hundreds of dollars were at 
stake, Parker lost the game as well as 
championship title.

20 to 24 feet and over. 
Now with a pitch 
of two inches the incline of the gutter is 
much less than an eighth of an inch to the 
foot. 
With such a small amount of fall 
all will see the necessity of constrncting 
gutters with a true and uniform pitch, 
this important point is not observed, there 
will be high and low plates in the gutter, 
thus leaving places for the water to stand, 
freeze up and burst the .tin; or if it does 
not freeze it remains .here until it is 
evaporated by the sun, t condition of af­ 
fairs which is sure to n ake the gutter a 
leaky one in a short .time.—American 
Homes.

It was 
Bone of these, but a hunger for right­ 
eousness, that the Saviour recommend­ 
ed to men. It is one of the foundation 
principles of God’s kingdom. 
There is only one thing that can 
aatisfy the great hungering that man’s 
soul possesses. 
It is the possession of 
the Lord Jesus Christ. 
Righteousness 
is not doing but being. 
We must be 
right before God. It is the only thing 
that will satisfy the hungry soul. 
It 
is that which produces a change in a 
man’s character. 
Bow 
ate we to get this hun­ 
gering 
for 
righteousness? 
We 
need a change of spiritual climate; we 
need to get into the society of God and 
flit own people. We may need to have 
the surgeons knife of tiial to make 
na whole. 
We need to experience our 
powers or we will not have a healthy 
•piritnal life. Go and work for God, 
and before the day closes, yon will 
have the fruits of the laborer, an ap­ 
petite for God’s righteousness. If we 
would hunger for righteousness, we 
must think of God: how much have 
our thoughts been of God and his 
righteousness the past week? Have we 
not been thinking of everything else?

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I NEWS FROM THE MORNING PAPERS I 


Washington, 
Feb. 28.—No official 
news was received from the board of 
Inquiry Sunday and Secretary Long ob­ 
served the day as one of rest. Not so 
all the clerks in the war and navy de­ 
partments. 
Some of these were busy. 
They do not explain what they were 
doing or why they found it necessary 
to spend Sunday at their desks. There 
is much speculation, as is quite nat­ 
ural, for department clerks 
do 
not 
make it a rule to spend their Sundays 
In their offices. The mildest and most 
natural assumption is that in the hasty 
preparation for an emergency which 
may arise in the near future there is 
much extra clerical work in these two 
great departments of the government. 
Chairman Boutelle of the house naval 
committee was not pleased with Sec­ 
retary Long’s letter asking for 1,500 
additional seamen for the navy. 
He 
regarded it as a war scare and said that 
lf congress passed such a bill it would 
set the country in a flame of war ex­ 
citement. 
It was pointed 
out 
to Chairman 
Boutelle that the country would 
not 
he more excited over congress grant­ 
ing this increase than it would over 
Secretary Long’s urgent request for it. 
Mr. Boutelle admitted the force of this 
suggestion 
and 
said 
his committee 
would probably report the bill favor­ 
ably, though the regular navy bill car­ 
ried an appropriation for 1,200 addi­ 
tional seamen for the navy, and the 
additional increase of 1,500 asked 
by 
Secretary Long would make an addi­ 
tion of 2,700 new men for the navy. 
Some of the President’s more con- 
servative advisers are complaining that 
the press and people are jumping at 
conclusions unwarranted by the facts. 
They assert th at tl*ere is no official in­ 
formation from Havana 
inconsistent 
with the theory th at the Maine was 
destroyed by an accident, and that 
there is no probability of war. 
Both these may be true, and yet the 
cabinet has discussed the probability 
of war, and the government is making 
the most energetic and hasty prepara­ 
tions that it may be ready for 
war. 
These preparations are noted in every 
part of the country where there 
coast defenses, navy yards, gun fac­ 
tories, arsenals and 
factories 
where 
there is government work under con­ 
tract. 
The President does not want 
war. 
He will not go to war for glory. Neith­ 
er will his aversion to war keep him 
from it at the expense of the honor 
of his country. He proposes that the 
settlem ent of this question regarding 
the Maine disaster shall be in accord­ 
ance with American ideas of honor and 
justice, and he will not flinch from 
whatever 
issue 
such 
a 
settlement 
brings, whether it be peace or war with 
Spain. 
The appeals of those who want noth­ 
ing to disturb business interests will 
have no more effect on the President 
than the frantic demands of those who 
w ant to go to war, with or without 
cause. But the people may rest as­ 
sured that President McKinley is tak­ 
ing no chances on the future. While 
h e waits for the report of the naval

if the rebellion were not suppressed j 
before 1898 war with the United States 
would become an accomplished fact 
Unhappily, my prophecy will be ful­ 
filled. All that is now possible is thai 
we should all unite to meet the dangei 
that threatens the country.” 
The Cardinal Archbishop of Valla­ 
dolid has published a pastoral lettei 
blaming America for the prolongation 
of the Cuban war. His eminence says: 
“The hypocritical 
friendship 
of the 
United States fosters the rebellion and 
wastes Spain’s resources in order the 
better to attack her when weakened.” 
He exhorts all true Spaniards to “unite 
in defending the rights and honor ol 
the nation.” 
The letter has caused 
widespread comment. 


MAINE BLOWN UP. 


Proof of Treachery Manifest in the Hull 
of Wrecked Ship* 
Key West, Fla., Feb. 28.—Absolute­ 
ly accurate information shows that the 
Maine was blown up by a mine or mass 
of dynamite placed under the 
star­ 
board bow, just forward of the ten-inch 
magazine. The source of this infor­ 
mation cannot be given for a day or 
two, but it is as reliable as the reports 
made to the officers of the board of in­ 
quiry, and five men will make affidavits 
when the time arrives as to the ac­ 
curacy of the statements in this dis­ 
patch. 
The Maine can never be raised. The 
ship has now sunk fifteen feet in the 
mud and slime of Havana harbor, and 
her bow is a tangled mass of frag­ 
ments of armorplate, twisted iron and 
i wreckage. 
| 
The rupture in her plates extends 
| from bow to stern. In the graphic lan- 
guage of the men who described her 
condition she is “split wide open from 
' end to end.”

A PEACEFUL NATURE. 


BASI' TO WHIP SPAIN. 
According to some of the newspap­ 
ers, a war with Spain would simply 
be a little diversion for the United 
States army and navy. The New York 
San says: 
"In case of a war between the United States 
and Spain the island of Cuba would be freed 
from Spanish rule much more easily than is gen 
eraily imagined. Thi9 country would not need 
to send a large army to the Island to fight the 
Spaniards In the field. Neither would It need to 
bombard Havana nor attacx it in any other way. 
Perhaps the war would end, as far as Cuba Is 
concerned,without the Americans firing a single 
shot either by land or sea. The Spanish army 
exclusively depends upon the provi-ions im­ 
ported from abroad. The 150,000 Spaniarde uu 
der arms exclusively depend upon steamers 
I oaded v 1th provisions from abroad that enter 
Caban ports. And what Is still more important, 
on account of the great financial distress In 
Havana, the importing merchants do not keep a 
large stock of provisions. If the imports are 
stopped the entire supply of food in Havana 
will be exhausted by the 200,000 inhabitants o£ 
the city in less than a week. The United States 
hss only to block the seaports of Cuba to starve 
out the whole Spanish army, and that without 
landing a single man on the Island. 
"In a war between Spain and the United 
States it is beyond doubt that the whole Cuban 
army would be on the American side. There is 
no doubt, either, that we would give them ail 
the rifles, cartridges, and cannon they need. 
Thqy would then take care of the land opera­ 
tions. He would only need to blockade the 
Spaniards by sea and let them starve. 
"Of course, the Spaniards would make an at 
tem ptwlth their navy to break the blockade. 
The contest would t%en would only be a naval 
one. But with their capital oniy eighty mites 
from Key West, and sixty from Dry Tortugas, 
which woald probably be the center of our na­ 
val operations, is it reasonable to suppose that 
the Spaniards could relieve Havana ei therby 
stealth or force? In a few days the proud Span­ 
ish stronghold, with Its Cabana fortress and its 
Morro Castle, with its mined bay and its famous 
torpedoes, would be at our mercy, and not very 
much blood would be shed.” 
That looks easy, doesn’t it? 
And 
perhaps that woald be all there woald 
be to it. bat ma ay people will take the 
statements with a grain of salt. 
War 
la war, and as level headed Benjamin 
Franklin said “There never was a good 
war or a bad peace,” so it is hardly 
aafe to figure that a war with Spain 
would be so easily won. 
There is no 
question bat what Spain would be 
worsted by Uncle Sam, but it will be 
remembered that Uncle 8am had to 
put ap with some “good stiff punches” 
daring a minor "unpleasantness” in 
the Mediterranean some years ago, 
when It was a foregone conclusion 
that there could be but one resalt. 
If 
war comes, we will wipe Spain off the 
map, but President McKinley will not 
go to war for fan, or because it would 
be easy to "liok someone,’1 and the 
people are with him in carrying out 
that policy. *

The eity cf Janesville is once more 
on top in the Alexander McLellen sa­ 
loon matter. 
Just ho <v long this state 
of affaire will remain is a matter of 
much speculation. 
Judge John B. Bennett, in the cir­ 
cuit court of Bock county today, die- 
solved the injunction Mr. McLellen 
recently secured 
against the city 
through bis attorneys, Dunwiddie A 
Wheeler. This means that the city 
will now be allowed to prooeed at 
once in the matter of revoking Mr. 
McLellen’* saloon license. 
Lloensa Will Be Revoked, 
At the adjourned meeting of the 
common council called for this even­ 
ing the McLellen m atter is the only 
one of importance to be brought up. 
The license will be revokeb, and there 
is no question about it, but whether 
or not Attorney Whee’er, in behalf of 
Mr. McLellen, will make another 
move against the city is a question 
th at 1b at present hard to solve. 
“ It isn’t the revckirg of his license 
th at Mr. McLellan is making this fight 
about,” said an interested attorney 
today, “but it is over the idea that the 
council won’t even transfer the license 
to some one else.

got all his money invested there, and 
It means a big loss to him if they don’t 
allow him to even sell out.”

Depositors in the defunct Bank of 
Edgerton won an important victory in 
the circuit court of Bock county this 
morning in the case of 0.
